The af- 
fidavits were read to Mrs. Gates yesterday 
afternoon. She was asked to make a state- 
‘ment of the case and did so, declaring to the 
best of her memory she never made the state- 
ments attributed to her. In a general way 
the testimony of Mr. Munn and his daughter 
is substantiated by that of J. S. Murphy, an 
expressman at No. 319 Illinois street, to 
whom early in November Gates is reported 
as saying, after complaining about his not

Mr. Munn Tells His Story. 

The excuse given for adjournment was that 
Attorney Scanlan was ill and tired. Notwith- 
etanding, he proceeded to work as he rarely 
has worked before. He, with ‘Attorney Bot- 
tum and the stranger, who proved to be 
George Munn, No. 881 Spaulding avenue, 
drove at once to the office of the State’s-At- 
torney on the North Side. There Mr. Munn 
and his daughter Addie told their stories 
again and they were reduced to writing and 
prepared in affidavit form. 

Last Sunday they said Mrs, Gates, who is 
an old friend of the young woman, called at 
their flat and announced that she had.come 
to spend the day. She wusa widow, she 


laughingly said,as her husband was on the 


Cronin jury. She didn’t believe that Dan 
Coughlin would ever be convicted. A friend 
had got her husband his job on the jury, and 
she knew that he would never seen Dan 
Coughlin hung. 

At 12 o’clock Mrs. Gates was sent for.

State’s-Attorney’s office and was questioned

closely. She admitted that she had spent the 


day atthe home of Mr. Munn, butso far as 


she could remember she had never said that 


her husband had been placed on the jury by a 
friend or that he would vote against the con- 
viction of Coughlin. She had merely spoken 
of the Coughlin case in an idle way and with- 
out any thought of involving her husband. 

At2 o'clock it was determined to send 
again for Mrs. Gates and to confront her with 
Miss Munn, her old friend, now turned ac- 
ecuser. The charge was repeated and Miss 
Munn was asked if she believed it to be true. 
She answered that such was her conviction. 
Mrs. Gates was then asked if she would deny 
She insisted that she could not 
remember having made any such statement. 
She protested that her husband could not be 
approached for such a foul purpose. Miss 
Munn weakened under the emphatic state. 
ments of Mrs. Gates. “I may have been mis- 
taken,”’ she admitted. The attorneys then 
appealed to Mrs. Gates to confirm her asser- 
tions by signing an affidavit of all that she had 
said. To this the woman readily consented, 
and her testimony was written ont and her 
signature affixed. Then she was dismissed, 

Adjourn Court a Second Time. 

While the dramatic examination of Mrs. 
Gates was going onin the State’s-Attorney’s 
office an almost equally striking procedure 
was had in Judge Tuthill’s court-room. 

Two o'clock came and the court reconvened. 
Coughlia, his Jwife and father, the jury, the 
bailiffs, the police officers who have had the 
Cronin case in charge ever since the tragedy. 
the stenographers, the reporters, and 
some lady friends of Mr. Scanlan 
came into the court-room. Kickham 
Scanlan satin the chair at the bar holding 
his hat in one hand and his overcoat thrown 
over hisafm. Mr. Bottum spoke up so soon 
as the court was seated and said in substance 
that a matter had arisen which necessitated 
the adjournment of the hearing of the Cronin 
case until 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon, and 
he asked the court to enter this order. 

“The court will stand adjourned until 2 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon,” said Judge 
Tuthill, “and the jury will be taken to its 
hotel.”’ 

A reporter for Tus Trrsune asked Mr. Don- 
ahue if he could give any reason for the sud- 
den postponement. Mr. Donahue responded 
frankly, ‘‘Ieannot. Iam as much surprised 
as any one.”’ 

One thing was absolutely certain, so a mem- 
ber of the State’s-Attorney’s force said, and 
that was the attorneys for Coughlin were in 
nowise directly or indirectly implicated in 
the alleged project of stuffing the jury. The 
conduct of the attorneys, Donahue and Judge 
Wing, has not been called in question, nor is 
it the subject of criticism in the premises. 
Their actions have, it is said on the best au- 
thority, been open, manly, and beyond re- 
proach. 

Doesn’t Believe in Hanging. 

When seen later at her home Mrs. Gates re- 
peated her denial of the charges made by 
Miss Munn, 

*IT have known Addie Munn for eight 
years,”’ she said, ‘‘and we have always been 
on the bestterms. I cannot understand why 
she should make such charges against me. I 
do remember saying that my husband was on 
the jury and that I didn’t believe Dan Cough- 
lin would ever be hung. I had no reason for 
saying it except what I’ve heard people say. 
When my husband came home after the first 
day of the examination I asked him what he 
thought about the case and he replied: ‘I 
have no right to talk about the case.’ ”’ 

**I don’t believe in hanging men myself, 
but I don’t know what my husband thinks 
about it. I never talked to him on the sub- 
ject. He told me that he was working for a 
machinery supply firm up to the time he was 
drawn on the jury. I don’t know it of my 
own knowledge of courts, but that is what he 
told me. I don’t believe that anybody could 
buy my busband.”’ 

Later George Munn was seen at his home 
and he refused to discuss his and his 
daughter’s connection with thecase. Miss 
Munn was willing enough .to talk, but her 
father would not let her. He apparently was 
in constant fear of letting drop a hint as to 
what took place at the State’s-Attorney’s office 
during his visit there yesterday. In the 
course of the conversation he said: 

‘‘When Mr. Kern wants me or my daugh- 
ter we are perfectly ready and willing to go 
again to his office. Mr. Kern did not tell me 
not to talk, but I refuse on my own responsi- 
bility. It’s nobody’s business what 1 or my 
daughter may have done. I do not care what 
Mrs. Gates has said, She has a right to say 
what she chooses, I suppose.”

Wealth and Beauty of New York Make Up 
the Large Audience That Hears the De 
Reszke Brothers, Emma Eames, Lassalle, 
and the Others=Unprecedented Success 
Scored by the Artistea—Scalchi [ll and 
Doesn’t Sing=—Brilliant Gowns in the 
Boxes=Arrangement of New Interior, 


New York, Nov. 27.—[Special.J]—All New 
York assembled at the renovated Metropol- 
itan Opera-House tonight to do honor to the 
reopening of that splendid temple of music 
to Gounod, now gone forever, and to the re- 
markable cast with which * Faust’’ was pre- 
sented. No such house in numbers and qual- 
ity was seen ever before in New York. It was 
an audience representative entirely of the 
wealth, fashion, and culture of the metropo- 
lis.

‘MONTREAL IS SHAKEN. 


VIOLENT EARTHQUAKE VISITS THE 
OITY AND SURROUNDINGS. 


Buildings Rock and Tremble and the Noise 


Resembles a Terrific Subterranean Ex- 
plosion=Prisoner Escapes from Court 
While Judges and Officials Flee in Ter- 
roreBrokers Vacate the Exchange — 
Public School Children and Mothers 
Wild with Alarm=—Felt in New York. 

Monrreat, Que, Nov. 27.—[Special.]—At 
11 :47 o’clock this morning this city and the 
surrounding country felt the most severe 
shock of earthquake that has visited this part 
of the continent for several years. Buildings 
rocked and trembled as if about to be thrown 
down by the percussion of some heavy explo- 
sion. At first came a heaving sensation like 
that of a ship overa heavy dead swell, the build- 
ings creaked as if every joint and fastening 
was being tested by some awful and invisible 
force, then followed a dull, muffled, deep-toned 
sound like that of a subterranean explosion. 
The shock was felt from foundation to turret 
of the most substantially built edifice in the 
city, and then came the settiing back, and for 
an instant it felt as if ‘everything was going 
down, as if the bottom had fallen out of 
things generally and they were collapsing. 
There was a moment of suspense and the 
earthquake had passed. - 

Never were the genera! offices and the Wind- 
sor station of the Canadian Pacific so quickly 
WwW, 
Spencer was sitting in his private office when 
the shock came. He thought an engine had 
exploded in the train shed below. Everybody 
took the hint. Ina moment the hails and 
stairs were blocked with escaping clerks 
trying to rush into the street bareheaded and 
badly frightened. 

Stampede in Court, 

The scene in the Court of Queen’s Bench 
was exciting in the extreme. The windows 
shook and rattled as if they would shatter into 
thousands of pieces, the massive iron posts 
trembled like reeds, the floor shook as 
though the strain upon it was too 
heavy to bear. So great was the 
noise made by the shaking that the witness on 
the stand could not be heard speaking. 
Large pieces of falling plaster added to the 
din and terror of the scene. The stampede 
was dreadful. Judge Wurtele sprang from 
his seat and ran for safety into his private 
room and the jury rushed madly for the door, 
leaving their hats and coats behind. The po- 
lice, witnesses, officers of the court, law- 
yers, and reporters ran for dear life, 
A policeman in charge of a prisoner named 
Green, who. is charged with embezzling a 
large amount of money, ran away, leaving his 
charge to take care of himself; he did so and 
esca Heavy benches were overturned as 
though they had been made of matchwood in- 
stead of solid oak, and men got hopelessly 
mixed up with the overturned benches, 

Along St. Frencis Xavier, St. Paul, St. 
Sacrament, Hospital, and St. John streets 
the offices, stores, and factories poured out 
their hundreds and thousands in one wild 
rush to the streets. Young women in the 
offices and factories rushed out haticss and 
without wraps, and many with blanched 
faces were observed silently murmuring a 
prayer as they reached the streets and looked 
heavenward.

speculating as to the cause of the great build- 
ing shaking. There was an immediate clear- 
ing out from the Stock Exchange also. 

In the resident portion of the city scream- 
ing children ran out from the public schools, 
bareheaded, into the bitter cold air, while af- 
frighted women, with babes in their arms, 
were everywhere searching for missing chil- 
dren. 

It was in the French portion of the city that 
the most thrilling scenes occurred. The sim- 
ple French Canadians thought that the end of 
the world had come and the streets were soon 
black with screaming people, some on their 
knees praying, others telling their beads, 
while some were dumb and almost insensible 
from fright. Priests and nuns were among 
the terror-stricken populace, but nothing 
could allay their fears. They swarmed around 
the churches implormg the aid of the 
holy fathers. Women were prostrated in 
the crowd and trampled upon and tonight the 
French Canadians are tremblingly awaiting a 
second and third shock, which, they say, will 
announce the end of the world. 

Even the English in many cases gave way to 


terror, and this was particularly so with the | 


guests at the different hotels. The Windsor 
Hotel, where most wealthy Americans stop, 
trembled from roof to basement. The shock 
created a panic and guests rushed down- 
stairs to inquire about the ‘“‘ explosion.” For 
twenty minutes all the telephones in the house 
were in constant requisition. 
In the Country District. 

In the country district the same state of 
affairs prevailed. A number of the flimsy 
structures in which the inhabitants lived were 
blown down by the wind, which in many 
cases accompanied the .earthquake, and the 
affrighted inhabitants rushed aimlessly about, 
often receiving injury. 

The earthquake was most felt along the 
section of the St. Lawrence River between 
Montreal and Quebce cities. In an earth- 
quake which struck this province in 1663 
the entire channel of the St. Lawrence 
was displaced, and it is feared that this 
may have occurred again. In such a case 
Montreal will be closed to navigation till a 
new channel is dredged out. A surveying 
party will examine the channel at once, In 
the City of Montreal the principal damage 
was done by the cracking of walls, loosening 
of foundations, and breakage of household 
ware. A number of casualties have occurred 
in the country districts, but full reports from 
there will not be received tonight. It. will be 
found, however, that great loss will have 
been entailed on farmers. 

Sir William Dawson, late Principal of Mc- 
Gill University, gives it as his opinion that 
the earthquake is the result of a settlement 
or giving away in the rocks along the junction 
of the Laurentian and Silurian formutions. 
From. what he can judge the present earth- 
quake came from a great depth and nearly 
vertically. Previous earthquakes have oc- 
curred in Canada in 1663, 1877, 1879, 
1880, and 1890. 

At Rawdon a panic among the populace fol- 
lowed the shocks. 

At Three Rivers parlor floors were strewn 
with light bric-a-brac, jarred from mantels 
and tables.

Vibrations of the Earthquake Reach Will- 
jamsburg and Brooklyn.

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MEXICAN REBELS AMBUSH MORMONS. 


One Indian Killed in a Skirmish=Troops 
Massing to Suppress the Insurrection. 
Demine, N. M., Nov. 27.—Couriers reached 

here this evening bringing an account of a 

skirmish between the rebels and Mormon 

colonists near Colonia Pacheco last Wednes- 
day. Seven Mormons were ambushed by over 
forty Indians. The Mormons made a stand 
and killed one rebel, wounding several more, 

after which the little band retreated into a 

cafion, where they held their position all 

night. Meantime Colonia Doublan had been 
alarmed and a relief party with some Mexi- 
can soldiers went out and brought back the 
little squad. 

All the Mormon colonies now have armed 
bands in readiness for emergencies. Recon- 


noitering parties have been sent out, but have 


been unable to discover the haunt of the 
rebels, who are reported to have gone to- 
wards Guerrero, about 200 mil@g southeast of 
Casas Grandes. Guerrero City has about 
6.600 inhabitants. Over 1,000 soldiers are 
now massed there, 500 belonging to the Ninth 
Regiment and 500 to the Fifteenth. 

Signal fires are seen in the Sierra Madres 
every evening. Every one predicts the defeat 
of the soldiers in these first attacks, and this 
makes the government afraid to meet the 
rebels in battle. It is reported that the 
rebels have divided their forces, one body 
staying near Guerrero, while details are 
sent into the mountains above the 
Mormon colonies. The government is 
offering no pfotection to the colonists, 
who are prepared to defend themselves. A

Palomas today, having come overland from 
Juarez. They heard nothing of a battle near 
Casas Grandes, and believed that rbmors of a 
skirmish have been circulated by the revolu- 
tionists for the purpose of gaining recruits.

Gen, Pacheco states that 
within a few months the insurgents will have 
the whole of northwestern Mexico under their 
control, and asserts that the State of Sonora 
will be up in arms against Diaz by the end of 
the year. 


STRIKES IN TEXAS GOLD FIELDS. 


Mineral Occurs in a Series of Fissures—Dis- 
coveries in Colorado, 

Ext Paso, Tex., Nov. 27.—Reports of new 
strikes are coming in daily from the new gold 
fielda north of El Paso, in the Organ district, 
and the camp ‘has already received the sug- 
gestive sobriquet of “ Helen Blazes.’’ The 
gold occurs in a series of parailel fissure veins 
running through the country, the general 
trend being northwest and southeast. The 
frelds are reported extensive, and a big rush is 
anticipated. 

Covorapo Sprinas, Colo., Nov. 27.—A new 
gold field is just being opened up seventy 
miles west of this city, at Buffalo Sloughs, 
eight miles from a small station on the Mid- 
land railroad called Hartzell. About 200 
men are at the new camp and others are rap- 
idly thronging in.

cause of the waste in cutting ms and the va- 
riety of lengths and sizes and also of the fre- 
quent necessity of changing the rolls in making 
beams and « rders, because of the irregular 
quantities and lengths and sizes of orders. Tin- 
plates are reduced to 40 per cont, a little more 
than half of the McKinley rate, This is a revenue 
duty and at the same time enough tw permit any 
existing mills to live and flourish. Cheaper 
grades of pocket cutlery are 35 per cent; higher 
grades, 45 per cent. Table cutlery is put 
at 35 percent. These are very substantial re- 
ductions from present rates, which boing specific 
reach in some grades of pocket cutlery as high as 
90 per cent, but with release of taxes on raw ma- 
terials. especially for pearl and ivory for han- 
dles, seems ample. 

Both copper ores and pig copper are made free. 
We being largely exporters of the latter and the 
duty serving only to enable the producers to sell 
higher to our people than the foreigners. 

Nickel is free. ad ore hasa small duty of 
15 percent. Piglead 1 cent a und. Silver 
lead ores are restored to the free list. Unmanu- 
factured lumber is free. Manufactured is put at 
25 per ont the proviso that if any export 
duties are clMirged on foreign jumber, it shall be 
admitted only at the rates now existing. 

Sugar Bounty Reduced. 


Sugar has been a difficult subject to deal wich. 
Raw sugar was transferred to the free list by the 
McKinley bill because nearly ali the taxes paid 
on it went to the public treasury. A strong de- 
sire among some members of the committee was 
to put an ad valorem duty of 25 per cent on it 
and to abolish the bounty at once. After much 
consideration it was decided to reduce by one- 
half the duty on refined sugar and to repeal ‘the 
bounty one-eighth each year, leaving raw sugar 
untaxed as at present. 

In the tobacco schedule those rates were sought 
which would bring most revenue. The present 
taxes of $2 and $2.75 a pound on wrapper leaf 
have blotted out many small establishments and 
actually impaired revenue. We make the rates 
$1 and $1.25 per pound on wrapper leaf and 35 
cents and 50 cents per pound on filler tobacco 
unstemmed and stemmed in each. Manufactures 
ot tobacco are put at 40 cents. Cigars are re- 
duced from $4.50 per pound and 25 percent ad 
valorem fo $3 per pound and 25 per cent, which 
is believed to be the most productive revenue rate 
and is higher than the law of 1883, 

Live animais are put at 20 percent. Barley 
is reduced from 30 cents per bushel to 20 per 
cent, which is about 12 cents. 

Breadstuffs, of which we are immense export- 
ers, are made free except when imported from 
countries putting duties on our like products, in 
which case the duty is 20 percent. Fresh vegeta- 
bies, fruits, eggs, and like food products are un- 
taxed fur the benefit of our own consumers, large- 
ly the working people of the cities. 

Sait in buik is free; in packages the salt is 
free, but the covering dutiable at rates prescribed 
for like articles. 

The tariff on spiritsis put at double the in- 
ternal revenue rates on like spirits and some 
slight reduction is made on still wines, malt 
liquers, ginger ale, and like beverages in the in- 
terest of increased revenue, The duty on spark- 
ling wines is likewise slightly reduced for the 


1 same reasons, that on champagne being put at 


7 per dozen quarts as against $8 in the Mc- 

inley bill and $6 in the law of 1883. 

ln cotton manufactures substantial reductions 
are made, especially 9n cheap cloths and prints, 
and the exisiting system of taxing by count of 
threads in the square iach is retained. 

Hemp and flax are made free; dressed line of 
hemp and fiax 1 cent and 1% cents respectively. 
Burlaps and cotton and grain bagging are put at 
15 per cent, but when imported for covering of 
articles to be exported are duty free. 


Tariff Taken from Wool. 


Wool is made free. This takes the stilts from 
under woolen manufacturers and begets the hope 
t they may recover from the languishing con- 
dition in which they have been for a quarter of a 
century and that we may get woolen goods at 
reasonable rates. Cloths and dress goods are 
put at 40 per cent, clothing at 45 per cent, rates 
higher than the committee desired, but deemed 


have so long been excluded from two-thirds of 
the wools of the world that they will have-to 
learn the art of manufacturing with free wool. 
A stiding scale is therefore added by which the 
rates in the woolen schedule are to come down 
five points with the lapse of five years. Carpets, 
an industry in which we will soon be indepen- 
dent of competition, are put_ at 35 per cent for 
Axminster, Moquette, and Wilton, 30 per cent 
for Brussels, while common grades go down to 
20 percent. The bill provides that the duties 
shall be removed from wool March | and reduced 
on weolen goods July 1. j 

Inthe siik schedule the reduction of rates is 
smaller than in cotton or woolen fabrics. 

Sole leather is reduced from 10 to 5 per cent. 
Leather gloves are classitied according to ma- 
terial and length, and are uniformly rated at 
specific duties which average nut over 25 per 
centon the common -yarieties and near 40 per 
conton the fine lamb and kid gioves. In the 
scheduie of sundries many articles like plush are 
puton the free list. The duty on cut diamonds 
and pearls is increased. 

Works of artare,1 am delighted to say, put 
back on the free list. 

he above is a rapid summary of the chief 
changes made by the proposed bill, and will 
give a satisfactory Me ley believe, of its general 
structure. Itis estimated that it will reduce 
revenue on the basis of the importations of 18092 
about $50,000,000, with an immensely jarger de- 
crease of tax binding on the American people. 
ithe administration iawis reported with a few 
amendments, suggested by experience of its 
spereuee.

Congressman Bryan's Summary. 


The following summary of the bill has been 
prepared by Representative Bryan of Ne- 
braska:

J. H. VAN VLISSINGEN ON EXPERTS. 


He Declares That the Testimony of Ex- 
perts Is Often Partisan. 
J. H, Van Viissmgen as an expert spoke as 
follows: 


Expert testimony is too often partisan testi- 
mony. A most emphatic illustration of this was 
the conduct of two gentlemen who had for years 
figured extensively as expert witnesses, few 
years ago they testified for the city as to the 
vaiee of a certain piece of real estate, and their 
valuations were yery moderate. A short tjme 
afterwards in another court the same propé@tty 
was the subject of litigation between its owner 
and a railroad corporation. The same witnesses 
went on the stand forthe owner, but this time 
pp 0 enthusiastic in their estimates, 
not ing the fact that the two causes for 
action afose at the same time and that both 
valuations were made as of that time. By a mere 
accident the attorneys for the railroad company 
learned of the previous valuations and. con- 
fronted the witnesses with their lower estimates. 
The first one nearly fainted on the stand and had 

beexeused, The other recovered himself suf- 
ficiently to explain that in making valuations he 
was governed only by the impressions he obtained 
whenever he went to ne Se property, and that 
he recognized no criter and even forgot his 
own previous valuations. 

The ability to give expert testimony is limited 

those who have made the subject upon which 
they give their opinion a matter of practice, 
study, or observation. There is an important 
difference, therefore, between ordinary testimony 
and expert testimony. To give evidence is a 
duty, to give expert evidence is not, but it should 
be an honor, dignified by the requirements and 
res sibilities of the task. Theo present plan on 
which expert testimony is obtained is unsatis- 
factory and condemned by all who understand 
it. The aim of the courts is todo justice. Any 
part of the machinery which does not contribute 
to the desired result is a proper subject for re- 
vision. In selecting expert witnesses attorneys 
are too much inclined to seek persons with views 
extremely favorable ta theirsides. The standing 
of witnesses in the community is usually not 
sufficiently considered. Men should not be al- 
lowed to testify as experts who ure notorious for 
adjusting their views according to the side 
which happens first to engage their services. In 
some States the courts have more latitude than 
what they exercise in this city. For instance, in 
Massachusetts. in insanity cases even doctors are 
not allowed to testify as experts unless they have 
made a specialty of insanity. 


Many Experts Will Uesitate, 


Until so-called expert testimony shall cease to 
be *‘ partisan testimony ’’ many of the best real 
estate-men of Chicago will remain “reluctant to 
testify as experts. o matter how high may be 
the business standing of the witness, no matter 
how moderate and consistent may be his views, 
he has no immunity from the abuse and innuendo 
of the attorney. who in order to- advance the in- 
terests of his client would cast suspicion on bis 
motives. A less serious difficulty lies in the fact 
that the fees are usually inadequate compensa- 
tion for the time involved in making the necessa- 
ry investigations and in attending court, especia!- 
ly if the magnitude ofthe interests in dispute is 
taken into consideration. 


'The other subject for this evening is: * What 
Shali Be Considered Criterions in Determining 
Real Estate Values?’ It is a good subject to be 


considered in connection with the one ry 
expert testimony, but it opens a wide range o 

thought. Ithas been suggested in this paper 
that the giving of expert testimony should be 
made honorable. This must be plain at least to 
those who have some conception of what it means 
to be an expertin real estate valuesin a city 
like Chicago. 

As it is any man calling himself a real estate 
man is allowed to figure as an expert, no matter 
how limited may be his experience or how poor 
his judgment. A bank teller is much admired by 
the layman because of his ready discrimination 
between counterfeit and good money, The one is 
worth nothing, the other 100 cents ok the doliar. 
He has but two grades to deal with, the wholly 

ood and the whol bad. The counterfeit bill is 
Gad and never will be better. Nothought needs 
therefore to be given to its future in order to de- 
termine its present value. A good judge of real 
estate must take into account the past, present, 
and future of the property in question. 


Varieties of Property. 


Property may be central or remote, residence 
or business, faney or poor, wholesale or retail, 
vacant or improved, east front or west, north or 

r frame, well lighted or dark, immediately 
avatiohie or speculative, with a thousand and 
one variations between the extremes. There is 
no frontage in a subdivision and no house in a 
block, but some purchaser will show a preference 
for one lot or one house over all the others, and 
soon. So long as no two lots are equally distant 
from the corners of the block, so long will there 
be an element of value that distinguishes one 
from the other, which as we know becomes.more 
emphasized as land grows in value or is infiu- 
enced by railroad stations or other transportation 
facilities. ve 

The good judge of real estate values must have 
the judicial quality of mind toa very large ex- 
tent, and he finds it impossible to systematize 
real estate valuations. We all recognize income 
as one of the best criterions of value, but income 
should range according to. locations and quality 
of improvements. from 5- per cent net to, say, 12 
per cent gross. Then income depends not only 
on locations, etc., but as wel! apon management, 
which takes into account the personal qualities 
of the owner and the tenants, and this suggests 
the questions: Are the present leases old or of re- 
cent date, and are they fair or toohighor too 
low? Inall these cases we are again thrown 
upon the judicial quality of the mind. 
ransfers are ¢riterions, but unless we have 
taken part in the transactions we are not certain 
the quotations are reliable, and at best 
every transfer is only anindication of a differ- 
ence of opinion between the selier and the buyer. 

Then, because Tom Jones has sold out his ten 
acres at $1,000 a lot, it is no indication, as many 
of us have discovered, that every other ten-acre 
block within a radius of aquarter of a mile can 
be sold ont the same way or is worth what 
got for his or-even what he paid for it. 

About as mee a way asi know to get a small 
equity ata price is to assume that Messrs. A.., 
B. & Co. would not loan to exceed 50 per cent of 
the total value of the property. And so on with- 
out end; every criterion has its weakness and is 
a pitfall to the unwary and useful only to per- 
sons with good judgment and experience, who 
take it for what it is worth in connection with all 
other facts. In conclusion, gentlemen, permit 
me to say that I have never been abie to work out 
the first subject of the evening with satisfaction 
and | am painfully conscious of the fact that I 
have been able to add to your knowledge through 
this paper no more than though I had answered 
it briefly by the old and very unsatisfactory reply 
“that real estate is worth what you can get for

GEORGE BIRKHOFF JR. ON VALUES, 


He Defines Classification and Cites Cases 
Where Opinions Differ. 
George Birkhoff Jr. came next. He said: 


The subject under discussion is,of such magni- 
tude that it is impossible to go int’o all its details 
and do justice to itin the limited space of time 
aiioand, Real estate may be divided into two 
classes, improved and unimproved. Unimproved 
property inciudes outside acres, subdivided 
acres, and vacant building lots, both residence 
and business, in the city proper. The vaiue of 
outside acres depends on.various circumstances, 
its location, distance from railroad, and other 
means of communication, and the character of 
surroundi improvements. Speculation enters 
more largely into this class of property than into 
any other. Its value islargely determined by the 
demand and by what property is held and sold at 
in the neighborhood. The price at which 
lots can be sold when subdivided enters 
also largely into _ determining the value 
of outside acres. Hence, when there is no 
demand for building iots, acres are dull and un- 
salable. It is not my purpose to go into detail as 
to what determines the value of lots in outlying 
subdivisions. It oe to a great extent upon 
the improvements that are being made, the ac- 
cessibility of the property, and the har gy | of 
the agent who is handling the subdivision. The 
value of vacant residence property is almost en- 
tirely determined by the character of the neigh- 
borhood and class of pep who reside there. 
The income that may 4 erived oo it enters 

i the question. As a general proposi- 
preg heer th be stated that the elements that enter 
into the calculation of determining the market 
value of improved and unimproved business 
property are: First, at what price property in 
the neighborhood is selling; second, what reve- 
nue can be derived from it if improved, or what 
the income would be if the improvement were a 
better one; and, third, the future prospects. 


Income the First Consideration, 


In my opinion the question of income should 
be the first and most important consideration. 
Property of this character is almost entirely 
sought for permanent investment, and while the 
speculative feature cannot be entirely —— 
yet the main object sought to be attained by pur- 
chasers is a safe and certain revenue on the 
amount invested. The value of stocks and bonds 
is generally determined by the rate of interest 
and size of dividends that the corporations issu- 
ing them are able to earn and pay. Why should 
it not be the same with our business property? 
It is not many years ago that the value of our 
business property was almost entirely deter- 
mined by its earning capacity. and the reat roll 
was considered a eure barometer. This does not 
seem to case any longer. I have in my 
mind two cases which came to my notice late 
as a member of your Valuation committee, whic 
seem to demonstrate that the question of in- 
come is no longer the most im t feature 
in determining the value of wn-town real 
estate.

Another Case. 


_The other wason Lake street and of a 
similar nature, I can, to worpiarce extent, attrib-

lot in that block or vicinity bases the value of his 
lot upon the revenues derived by his neighbor 
from this tail building. Itis apparent if 
every lot in the down-town district was improved 
with a ten or twelve-story bniding. not one-half 
of the space could be rented. hile I contend 
that it is not proper to value property according 
to the income derived from an inferior improve- 
ment, yet it is just as erroneous to base 
the vaiuation upon the revenue that may 

derived from ae sk scraper. In 
my opinion, a lot occupied by a six or 
seven-story ona is not worth as much per 
square foot as an adjoining lot of equal size oc- 
cupied by a twelve or sixteen-story building, 
until it has been demonstrated that the erection 
ofahigh building on this bot will insure the 
same revenue as received by .its neighbor. The 
assessor is therefore in error if he values a lot 
occupied by an inferior building at the same rate 
as one improved by a very high building, and it 
would be more equitable and fair if the valuation 
was based on the income received for the purpose 
of taxation. In determining the value of down- 


according to t 
building was a 


town property acco to its income itis not’ 
safe to merely allow per cent as a basis 
of calculation. This is undoubtedly a fair rate 
as fur as is. concerned, but 7 or 8 


per cent shouid be. considered but a fair revenue 
on the cost of the building, .for the reason that it 
is not safe to fignre the ordinary life of even mod- 
ern buildings at over fifty years. The improve- 
ments that are constantly. being made in the con- 
struction of them are apt to make even such 
buildings out of date within a few years. We all 
know that buildings only ten years old erected in 
the down-town district are already considered 
not up to the times, and will either have to be re- 
modeled or torn down in order to compete with 
those mcre recently built. Another reason why 
down-town values have largely increased is ow- 
ing to the continuous decrease in the rate of in- 
terest which investors are willing to take, so that 
where a few years ago 7 per cent was considered 
a fair rate investors are now satisfied with 5. 


Expert Testimony. 


The other part of my subject is expert testi- 
mony, which I presume has reference to the prac- 
tice, which is now so common, of using expert 
witnesses to prove the value of property which 
may be a subject of litigation in our courts. We 
all know that testimony by professional experts 
has become so unreliable that men can be found 
in the various professions who give testimony di- 
wey opposed to each other on the same subject. 
While it seoms plausible that even professionals 
can come to opposite conclusions upon matters 
of theory it is strange that almost as wide a dif- 
ference of opinion can be found among real es- 
tate experts upon matters of fact. It is not my 
purpose to claim that real estate experts should 
alia as to the value of a piece of property, 
yet cannot see how it is possible that parties 
who all claim to be well informed can so far 
apart. Expert testimony in our law courts is 
and the farce of 
Suits 
are tried ove day before aie jur 
generally AEE. $F men who have no knowl- 
edge whatever of the value of real estate, who 
are expected to rendera fair verdict according 
to the testimony given by the witnesses in the 
case. How it is possible that these mencan ar- 
rive ata fair verdict when parties who claim to 
be experts are so far apart is beyond my compre- 
hension. Lawyers in the case generally proseed 
upon the theory that the plaintiff, who desires to 
acquire the property, will put witnesses on the 
stand who will swear the value away down, and 
that the property-owners will secure witnesses 
who will swear it away up, and the jury is ex- 
pected to strike a happy medium. 


Cites a Case. 


I know of a case the other day, in which I"was 
an interested party, where the witnesses for the 
plaintiff swore that the property was worth $225 
per front foot and the witnesses on the other side 
valued the same pfoperty at $700 per front foot. 
How is a4 juror not posted in real estate values 
to decide as to what is a proper compensation? 

Some months a case was tried in one of our 
courts, in which the property-owners tried to sus- 
tain aclaim for damages inst the city b 
reason of the construction of a viaduct, whic 
caused the raising of tne street grade in front of 
their property. Much to my surprise I discovered 
that some of the experts who were called in by 
the property-owners again3t the city had testi- 

ed a short time ‘before in favor of the city in a 
case on the same street where the same question 
was involved.

This evil is 
growing, and it will not be very long before at- 
torneys will find that reputable real estate men 
will refuse to testify in cases, because, except in 
cases where the witnesses are personally known 
to the jury, the jurors must cometo the con- 
clusion that they are either fools or knaves. I 
believe the bar is toalarge extent responsible 
for this condition of things, because in looking 
for witnesses it is not their purpose to find parties

F. R. CHANDLER GIVES STATISTICS, 


Tabies Showing the Evolution of a Quarter- 
Acre of Land. 

F. R. Chandler came next. He delivered an 
interesting address which was closely listened 
to. He said: 

From the point of economics the law of supply 
and demand determines the value of real estate. 
There is a school that demands that land shall 
be as free as light, air, or water. Even idea! free- 
dom may be lack when “aqua pura” sells at 
a penny a glass and twenty-story buildings shut 
off sunshine and ventilation. While the supply 
of land is inexhaustible the demand varies most 
remarkably. From $1 to $2 a square inch in 
London or Chicago to nothing for a whole farm 
in New Hampshire or Vermont are extremes, and 
all the way between the endless variation. Cali 
a score of witnesses to appraise a twenty-acre 
strip within the city limits on condemnation for 
the Drainage Commissioners, and twenty dif. 
ferent answers would. quite likely be received. 
Look at the assessment of the sevon towns com- 
prising Chicago, and note how seven assessors 
vary in their ideas of what similar real estate 
should be taxed. Consider the want of unanimity 
even among experienced real estate agents as to 
what is the highest priced corner in their own 
city. It is certain t valuing real estate is no 
exact science, nor has it yet the merits of mathe- 
matical correctness. I shall now try to show you 
gentiemen that it may be possible to found a sys- 
tem of valuations of real estate on mathematics. 
It may not be solved bythe rule of three, but 
armed and agapeee with a thorough knowledge 
of algebraic formulas, logarithms, and geometric 
tables, of commensurabie ratios and incom, 
mensurable ratios, of expansion of binomial 
and expansion of polynomials, of invoiution 
and evolution, of simultaneous equations 
and quadratic equations, and of an infinite series 
of percentages, a real estaté mathematician 
should be able to solve the most difficult problem 
pocenen tghim. I do not disguise the fact, 
owever, that laborious study, careful analysis, 


painstak observation, great historical re- 
search, and long experience in-our particular 
calling will be necessary if such mathematicians 


are to ome the real éstate experts of the fut- 
ure. Is it not indeed time to eliminate pure 
sentiment, uncertain speculative guesses, and 
kind neighbors’ opinions from such a serious 
business proposition as putting a vaiue on a vali- 
uable piece of real estate? 

Other Systems of Value. 


The grain operator has an elaborate system 
of information—United States Gevernment re- 
ports, State bureaus, tables of exports and i:n- 
ports, cost of production, freight, weather con- 
ditions, ete.—to arrive at the value of wheat. So 
does the iron manufacturer, with his statistics 
and most intricate calculations of how a tariff 
should be constructed to increase consumption 
and his profits. Now the real estate expert 
must keep pace with the times. It could haridy 
be expected in a short after-dinner speech to 
elaborate in detail a perfect mathematica) sys- 
tem. I have — the time cand opportunity to 
oe mem out the posiibilities. This startling fact is 

fore you that realestate in Chicago since the 
Indians sold the land on which our proud cit 
now stands, at three cents an acre, has ad- 
vanced over 130,000,000 per cent. Our highest 
priced corner, 100 feet square, has risen from 
three-quarters of a copper cent to over one mill- 
ion goid dollars.

I do not pretend to be able to adjust perfectly 
the percentages of rise and fall in value, but 
permit me to commend to you 4 very earnest and 
systematic investigation of every cause that do- 
preciates real estate as well as enhances it, and 
with such knowledge may you formulate tables 
with such mathematical accuracy that you will 
be justly entitled the leading experts of real es- 
tate in the country. — 

As the highest mathematical problems are 
wrought out in engineering and astronomy, so 
may not they be in our real estate world? Cer- 
tainly among the well-known enterpris mem- 
bers of our board it is more than probable we 
shall some day number among us the greatest 
mathematicians of the age, who eannot only tell 
us what is the exact worth of any real estate 
“snot cash” but what it will be worth ninety- 
nine years hence, just as. learned astronomers 
with unerring aecuracy prediet the orbit of plan- 


ets and the coming of comets. | Chicago al- 
ready has a great and growing university and 
will turn out renown as rs and sci- 


entists, so may the real estate board have its great 
mathematicians as real estate experts and its 
magnificent exchange built on the highest priced 
corner of the great Chicago to come, over 
its portals in golden letters inscribed: * ty 
truthfully valued.”

He Defines the Laws on Compensation for 
Property Takén. 
The last speaker was Justus Chancellor, who 


said : 

_“ Private property shall not be taken for pub- 
lic use without just composes » is the 
language of fifth article mendments to 
the Constitution of the United States. 

“Private property shall not. be taken or dam- 
aged for public use without just compensation,” 
is the language of Chap. 47 of the 
Revised Statutes of the State of is. 

Whenever private propérty is sought to be taken 
for public use, or whenever the same is damaged 
for the benefit of the public, the owner is entitied 
to just compensation. Before the public can lay 
its grasping fingers upon the private man’s 
property they must him for it, and it must 
pay him justly for it. If they do not go into the 
markets of the world and buy it at its lowest 
cas’ price, it must go into the courts of the 
land and pay a just price for it. They cannot 
seize it until they have paid for it. They are not 
allowed to take it and rigage 
unless they have the consent of the owner, but 
they must pay cash before 
use it. This is the fundamental law of the States, 
and of this State in pores Mar, 

As citizens of the State < inois we are not 
interested in what other States may do with the 
private property of its citizens. But in the State 
of Lilinois, as a citizen of the State and as prop- 
erty owners in State, we are interested in 
knowing how, wherefor, and by what means our 
property can be seized for the public at large. 

As members of the Estate we are 
interested in the same way. The active members

When you go out to view a piece of land for the 
urpose of giving your own opinion of its value, 
or the purpose of arriving at what should 
paid the owner as a just compensation for his 
property, you should take into effect everything 
of advantage to him. 
Fixing the Cempensation, 


It may have been that he has purchased the 
land for a home; it may be that his heart is set 
upon it, but with that you have no concern; it 
may be that it was left him as a legacy by his 
father or mother; it may be that it is the old 
homestead where he was born and raised; it may 
be in sight of the old red school-house on the 
hill, the old log barn, the old cherry trees, the 
old apple trees; it may be so dear to his mem- 
ory that money cannot purchase it. You are 
called apes to set a value and a just value upon 
this old homestead, but you cannot 
take into consideration the owner's feelings ; 
you cannot take into consideration any 
or all of the memories that surround it, the 
thoughts that are his. The public stretches out 
its hand and says give me the land, the law comes 
in and says first pay himajust compensation, 
and you must assess it, you must place a value 
upon it. What is just? is the question. And 
what will you say? You must say as you stand 
looking at that homestead, with the public de- 
manding it and the owner asking for a just com- 
pensation, ‘1 can only give you, sir, the value of 
that tract of land as it stands in the market to- 
day for the use to which it is best adapted.” 
Such is the language of our Supreme Court and 
is the fixed law of this State. 

Our Supreme Court has said that the damages 
to be given for land taken for public use shall 
be its fair cash market value on the day that 
the petition is filed. If the land has an intrinsic 
value the damage is the value for such use at 
the time the petition is filed. Adjoining lands 
differently used may have a different markot 
value, and that valine even may be shown as 
feebly tending to show the value of the other 
tract. In fact, anything which in a | manner 
affects the value of the and is 
competent to be taken into consid- 
eration in fixing the value. Our Supreme Court 
has decided in the Chicago and Eastern Iii. 
matter vs. Blake, 116th lil, Page 165, 
real estate brokers acquainted with the value of 
real estate in the neighborhood of the land 
sought to be taken are competent to give opin- 
ions as to value, though their knowl be not 

ased upon actual sale. In fact, any persons fa- 
miliar with the land may express opinions as to 
the value though they are not experts. At least, 
so says our Supreme Court, in the case of John- 
son vs. The F. and M. R. R. Co. in the 111th 11. 


Professional Experts. 


On the question of expert testimony our courts 
have gone to an almost unlimited degree. They 
will permit opinions by men who claim to be pro- 
ficient in almost any class of business or trade. 
So important has become this branch of evidence 
that men are holding themselves out to the pub- 
lic as being competent to furnish expert evidence 
in different subjects of litigation. Of what value 
such evidence is is hard to tell. Just what bene- 
fit or aid a jury derives im listening to the 
opinions of an expert we are unable to see, for in 
our own experience we have seen how 
widely different are the views of these 
experts upon the same _ state of facts. 
But when the courts of our State will allow men 
to guess how much a drove of will increase 
in weight by herdi m ace clover field, 
being fed all the old and new corn they want to 
eat, in a certain number of days we can conceive 
that there is quite a fivid for men who will post 
themselves to answer such questions.

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DEPARTMENT OF STREETS COMES TO 
THE DEFENSE OF ITS PAY-ROLLS. 


The Investigation of Luke Coyne’s Charges 
Not Taken Up by the Mayor, but De- 
ferred to Some Future DatewA fiidavits 
Prepared by Paving Inspectors and 
Timekeepers=Views of Supt. McCarthy 

Sidewalk Department Abolished by 
the Action of the Mayor. 


The investigation of the charges of fraud in 
the Departinent of Streets, made by” General 
Inspector Luke Coyne to Mayor Swift last 
Saturday, was not taken up yesterday accord- 
ing to program. Mayor Swift was kept at 
home with a severe cold until late in the after- 
noon and could not take up that business. 
Lrke Coyne wasn hand, however, with two 
men, who, he said, would ‘testify to crook- 
edness in the Street Department, and who 
waited with him ia the Mayor’s office until 
after noon. Mr. Coynesaid he hada letter 
from Chief Clerk Appleton to Henry McGurn 
asking for the loan of $100, and that bé- 
cause this money was not loaned a man 
named Prendergast, who secured a position 
through McGurn, was discharged by Apple- 
ton. Appleton says the man was discharged 
by Supt. McCarthy without his knowledge. 

“= do not know when we will get to this in- 
vestigation,’ said the Mayor last night, ‘I 
was detained at home most of the day and 
could not come to the office. It will be taken 
up soon, however, and at a time to suit the 
aos st of those interested.’’ 

. J. Zimmer, a street ins or, who is 
said to have been asked by Aletcn for a 
box of cigars, called upon the yor jester. 
day and told him the statement was: not true. 
He had often asked Apesten for cigars and 
Appleton had often asked him, but always as 
one man asks another for tobacco. He denied 
that Appleton ever solicited a box of cigars 
Be t.

Coyne so informed him. This is what Mr. 
Coyne had to say on that point yesterday: 

“ I did not tell Mayor Swift that MeCarthy 
stuffed his pay-rolls, I did tell him Mc(Car- 
thy had men from Second — at work 
to carry ma ries. 
Yes, these men worked, but fF Hewat pw 
show what kind of work they did.” 

His inference is plain that he means that 
the men did nothing for the money they re- 
ceived. Supt. McCarthy, hovever, does not 
look upon the inference in that light. He 
admits he did have Second Ward men work- 
ing ina number of the districts of the city, 
but he declares they earned every cent they 
are on the pay-rolls for. 


Affidavit as to Pay-Rolls. 


The Superintendent of Streets is making 
preparations to meet the charges of stuffing 
the pay-rolls. The rolls for the mouth ending 
Nov. 15, therones to which the Mayor enters 
objections, m to be those most in evi- 
dence. Mr. McCarthy has prepared the fol- 
lowing affidavits concerning these pay-rolls:

In addition to these affidavits the Superin- 
tendent has had prepared a comparative 
statement of the work done by the Street De- 
partment this year and last. statement, 
in brief. shows that nearly twice as much 
work has been done this year up to the present 
time as was done all of last year, and at an 
expense less than thatof last year of about 
$250,000. He believes these two statements 
will convince the Mayor that his-pay-rolls 
could not have been stuffed, 

Supt. McCarthy also takes exception to the 
statement that there was in one month 
in the Fifth and Sixth Wards lumber to the 
cost of $10,000. He produces his books to 
show that the lumber which has gone into 
these two wards during the entire year cost 
but a trifle over $1,600. 

The charge was not about the use of lum- 
ber but about the pay-roll. McCarthy makes 
no reply to this. 

-In accordance with the Mayor’s order of 
Saturday Supt. McCarthy yesterday dis- 
charged the nine Inspectors of Sidewalks 
who figure on his pay-rolls. The discha 
of these men practically does away with 
Sidewalk Department and the Superintendent 
has notified the Superintendent of the Side- 
walk Department and his fourclerks that they 
are to be discharged as soon as they have 
cleaned up the work now on their desks. Mr. 
McCarthy thinks the Mayor is making a great 
mistake in abolishing the Sidewalk Depart- 
ment. No other reductions of the force were 
made yesterday, although the Superintendent 
says he let other men go as soon as cer- 
tain streét paving contracts are compl 

Mr. McCarthy criticised the Mayor so freely

RESTORE NAME OF LAKE SHORE DRIVE. 


Lincoln Park Commissioners Rescind Their 
Action Calling It Palmer Boulevard. 

The Board of Commissioners of Lincoln 
Park at an adjourned meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon rescinded the action taken several 
weeks ago by which the Lake Shore drive was 
named Palmer boulevard. The protest made 
by the property-owners on the drive was so 
vigorous that the Commissioners reconsidered 
their action and then laid on the table the mo-, 
tion by which the change in name had been 
made. 

‘* We thought.” said a member of the board 
yesterday, “that a change in name would 
please the peopie, but it seems we were mis- 
taken. Hence we restored the old name.” 

The reasons which actuated the members of 
the board in changing the name of the street 
to Palmer boulevard as given yesterday bya 
Commissioner are as follows: ** The Lake- 
Shore drive extends from North avenue to 
Oak street. The street from Oak street to 
Chicago avenue is popularly known as Pine 
street, while its official designation as affirmed 
by action in 1884 of both the City Council 
and the Park Board is Lincoln Park boule- 
vard, This section of the street is now being 
improved and the Park Board t ht ita 
good time to give a single name to drive 
from Chi avenue to North avenue, and 
Palmer boulevard was the unanimous choice 
of the members of the board.”’

The influence of Washington is again a 
dominant factor in the stock market. It is 
not the stalking of the ghost{of silver, but the 
prospect of tariff legislation which is now af- 
fecting the speculative situation. The recom- 
mendations of the Committee on Ways und 
Means in reference to the new tariff bill 
reached the speculative centers yesterday and 
had a decidedly unfavorabe effect on some of 
the industrials. There was a great drop in 


sugar stock in New York. Whisky trust was 


also heavy. The weakness of industrials car- 
ried down the rest of the New York market 
and in sympathy with this general weakness 
in New York there was a heavy market here. 
The report of the Committee on Ways and 
Means was not alone to blame for 
the heavy markets yesterday, however. 
There were some disquieting foreign 
rumors, Early in the day they took 
the form of hints regarding the credit of some 
important house in London, but the day brought 
forth nothing definite in regard to those rumors. 
There were, however, some important failures 
reported from Hamburg in the grain trade.

NO INTERNAL REVENUE SECTIONS, 


Bill Closely Follows McKinley Law in Its 
Administrative Provisions, 

Wasarnertoy, D. C., Nov. 27.—There are no 
internal revenue sections attached to the bill, 
The section which follows the free list is sub- 
stantially the same as Sec, 4 of the McKinley 
bill, and provides: 

Sec. 3. That there shall be levied, collected, 
and paid on the importation.of all raw or un- 
manufactured articles, not enumerated or pro- 
vided in this act, duty of 10 per centum ad 
valorem; and on all articles manufactured, in 
whole or in part, not provided for in this act, a 
duty of 20 per centum ad valorem. 

Sec. 4 practically reénacts Sec, 5 of 
the McKinley bill. It em ies a general 
enactment that *“‘ each and every imported 
article, not enumerated in this act, which is 
similar, either in material, quality, texture, 
or the use to which it may be applied, to any 
article enumerated in this act as chargeable 
with duty, shall pay,the same rate of duty 
which is levied on the enumerated article 
which it most resembles.,”’ 

Sec. 5 follows Sec. G of the McKinley bill 
so closely that even the date, 1st of March, 
1891, when it is to go into effect, is inadvert- 
entiy retained. This section provides that all 
articles of foreign manufacture shall be legi- 
bly stamped with the name of the country of 
their origiu. A similar remark applies 
to Sec. 6, which . 7 
of the McKinley bill with the 
date (1891) unchanged. This section 
relates to counterfeiting trade-marks. Secs. 
7 and 8, relating to the importation in bond 
of materials for shipbuilding, are the same as 
Secs. 8 and 9 of the McKinley bill. Sec. 9, 
relating to the manufacture of export per- 
fumery and medicines containing alcohol in 
bonded , is the same as Sec. 10 of 
the McKiley bili.

THE GREAT PROTECTIONIST Dé- 
NOUNOES THE NEW TARIFF BILL. 


Ad Valorem Duty, He Says, Offers a Bribe 
to Undervaluation of Imports, Whereas 
Specific Is Determinable and Uniform= 
Secretary Manning ,.Made a Report 
Against the System in 1886—McKinley 
Has No Idea the Majority of Democrats 
Will Be Pleased with the Measure. 


Cotumsus, Q., Nov. 27.—(Special.]—Gov, 
McKinley. was shown the text of the Wilson 
tariff bill this evening. He was about to leave 
his office far the train to Cleveland and did 
not have time to enter upon a close compari- 
son of the proposed measure with the existing 
law, and said he did not feel free to discuss 
the speciai features except to say that placing 
coal on the free list was a great mistake, 
Regarding the general adoption of ad valorem 
duties for the specific rates imposed by the 
McKinley law he talked freely, condemning 
= departure in the strongest terms. He 
said: 

at This objectionable feature of the new 
bill, if it stood alone, ought to defeat the en- 
tire measure, The difference between the 
two systems is that the ad valoretn is upon 
value, the specific on quantity. The former 
rests upon the foreign value, which is hard to 
ascertain, and calls for expert judgment to de- 
termine, It offersa bribe to undervaluation, 
because, unlike the specific duty, it is not al- 
ways determinable and uniform. When a 
duty is assessed by the yard or pound there 
can be no doubt concerning 
but when it is ad valorem 
depends u n the foreign importers’ honesty 
and the judgment of appraisers, and the price 
is usually fixed abroad to escape the payment 
of full rate. The system is so unstable and 
impossible of equitable arrangemert that it 
has never been possible, even in this country, 
to have ad valorem duties uniform through- 
out the United States. There are frequently 
wide differences between the values fixed at 
different ports. All the leading nations of the 
world have condemned ad valorem. Even 
free trade England has abandoned every such 
duty but one, because no honest administra- 
tion of the revenue laws is ible when the 
valuation is made thou of miles from the 
point of production, where it cannot béd 
verified. . 

“In 1886 Secretary Manning made an ex- 
haustive report upon this subject to Congress 
and quoted « consensus of expertopinion urg- 
ing the general adoption of specific duties for 
the protection of reputable merchants and of 
the revenue. Secretary sfanning declared, 
in summing up the views he gathered, 
that undervaluations, false invoices, and like 
dishonesty were ‘ incontestably ’ and‘ no- 
toriously inherent ’ in the ad valorem syatem. 
That was a true and exact statement 
of facts which Chairman Wilson 
turned his back upon. This one feature 
of the new bill, if adopted, aside from all 
others, will greatly increase the difficulties in 
collecting the revenues. Fraudulent invoices 
and undervaluation will become vastly more 

revalent under it. The evil of this is two 
old. It lessens the revenue that should be 

‘id under the duty, and does an incalculable 
njury to honest dealers who bring in goods at 
a fair valuation. The adoption of this ad valo- 
rein system would mean a still greater reduc- 
tion of the duty than is shown in the compari- 
son of the bill with existing law.”’ 

Crevetann, O., Nov. .—Gov. William 
McKinley arrived here tonight on his way to 
East Liverpool,O. The Governor said he 
considered the new tariff billas a whole an 
exceedingly Seg em one, including, as it did, 
in the free list such important articles as 
coal, wool, iron ore, lumber, and 
ealt. The average rate of duty was 
also largely reduced, the new measure 
making it between 30 and 40 per cent, 
The entire bill, Gov. McKinley said, was in 
the general direction of the Democratic plat- 
form, in which notice had been given that no 
heed would be paid to the pleas and necessi- 
ties a —— In . to the 
pro ty of its passing Congress in its pres- 
ent sha e had no idea, but sincerely hoped 
it w not. Its effect on business he could 
not foretell other than to say that manufact. 
urers would now be able te begin prepara- 
tions to meet it if it should become a law, 
He had no idea it would meet the approval of 
the country or even of the great majority of 
the Democratic party. 


IT I8 A DISAPPOINTMENT IN BOSTON, 


Tariff Bill Pleases Neither Republicans Nor 
Democrats at the Hub. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 27.—[Special. ]—Rela- 
tive to the new tariff bill Boston merchants 
vary as their particular interests are likely to 
be favorably or unfavorably affected thereby. 
Free wool, for instance, is not relished by a 
large number of the Boston dealers in this 
material, and it is predicted in many quarters 
Congress will not ya or ratify such a 
radical measure. ding wool dealers ex- 

ressed the belief that free wool would be a 
etriment and a disaster to the wool trade of 

the country. The placing of lumber on 
the free list has not caused any 

rticular uneasiness here. Most of the big 
umber dealers say it will have no noticeable 
effect on the price, for the amountof duty 
taken off will probably be neutralized by the 
advance in price, both by the Canadian and 
American dealers. Henry M. Whitney, the 
Nova Scotia coal baron, is jubilant over the

THE WILSON TARIFF BILL: 

The Democratic members of the Ways and 

Means committee finally have made public 

their bill for revising and reducing the tariff. 

By a cursory examination of this measure, 

which is printed in this morning’s paper, it. 
will be seen that it is not in strict accordance 

with the plank of the Democratic national 

platform, which called for a tariff which gave 

no protection and which was for reyenue only. 

It is questionable whether the fruit of the 
labors of Chairman Wilson and his colleagues 

will produce revenue enough to meet the 
needs of the government, and it is certain that 
by imposing duties, even though low ones, on 

most competitive manufactured goods some 

protection, though inadequate in amount, is 
given to the American workingman. His 
wages will not have to be cut down as much 
as if the Democrats had lived up to’ their plat- 
form. | 

On the other hazid this bill is a radical 4 
It goes farther on the road ‘toward ‘free trade 
than the one for which Senator Mills was the 
sponsor. It is like that in that it is framed 
with great tenderness for Southern interests 
and great disregard of Northern ones. The 
unmistakable trail of the Southern Brigadier 
is over itall, The continuation of the sugar 
bounty with gradual reductions is in striking 
contrast with the swift reduction of the duties 
on Northern industries. This. marked sec- 
tional taint will solidify the Southern Demo- 
crats for the bill. It ought to provoke North- 
ern Democrats, if they have self-respect, to 
do what they can to make this measure a little 
less jug-handled. 

The additions to the free list are numerous. 
The most important are wool, coal, iron ore, 
unmanufactured lumber, salt, copper, and sil- 
ver lead ore. Cotton ties are made free to 
please the Southern planters and binding 
twine to gratify the farmers of the North- 
While the free-listing of these and 
other articles reduces the revenues about 
twenty-two millions it is better, the revenue 
question apart, that some of them should be 
duty free. This is the case with wool, for 
reasons which this paper has stated repeatéd- 
ly. The removal of the duty on lumber will 
be followed by increased importations from 
Canada, but the destructien of the American 
forests, which has been progressing so rap- 
idiy, will be checked. The tariff protection 
of those forests has contributed to their un- 
timely destruction. That free iron ore*will 
injure the iron ore men of the United States 
may well be questioned. What the effect of 
the removal of the duty on coal will be time 
will show. Some articles have been placed 
on the free list which clearly should not go 
there and which will provoke animated dis- 
cussion in House and Senate. 

Nearly all specific duties are done away 
with, exceptin the case of a few articles like 
glass, and are replaced by ad valorem ones. 
These are not as low as those of the Walker 
tariff, but are lower in most instances than 
those of the Mills bill. The Democrats are 
even less inclined now than they were in 1887 
to regard the interests of the American work- 
ingman. He is expected to take lower wages 
than the Mills bill would have called on him 
to accept. That measure, which made wool 
free, impésed a duty of 40 per cent on about 
all woolen manufactures. The duties under 
the present bill range from 20 to 45 per cent. 

In dealing with cotton goods, glass. iron 
and steel, china and earthen ware Mr. Wilson 
has gone beyond Mr. Mills. It is the opinion 
of the former that these duties are high enough 
to permit a “healthy growth”’’ of the indus- 
tries concerned. A growth secured at the ex- 

pense of the wages of labor may seem healthy 
to Mr. Wilson. It will hardly seem so to 
those workingmen who voted for the Demo- 
cratic ticket last year. 

What effect these reductions of duties will 
have on the revenuesis unknown. If they pro- 
voke heavy importations, then the revenues 
will not suffer so much, but American will be 
replaced by foreign labor. If the imports do 
not increase, because the workingmen consent 
toa cut in their wages sufficient to enabie their 
employers to meet foreign competition, then 
there will be a heavy drop in customs receipts. 

As the Democrats have not yet made public 
their internal revenue and income tax schemes, 
it is not known how much money they expect 
to raise from those sources and how ‘near they 
will come to meeting the total revenue needs 
of the government. The tariff part of their 
plan will meet with the solid opposition of 
Republicans, reinforced, perhaps, by sofme 
Democrats who, on principle or from policy, 
will not sanction the long step in the direv- 
tion of free trade and low wages conten plated 
by this bill, even though it meets with the ap- 
proval of the dictatorial Southern members 


of their party. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 

Secretary Morton of the Bureau of Agricult- 
ure says in his annual report that there are in 
the United States more than six million 
farms, on which dwell more than 30 million 
people, who furnish more than 74 per cent of 
the value of exports from the country. Hence 
the department isan important one, but its 
organization is objectionable. It offers op- 
portunities for the exercise of the most pro- 
nounced paternalism. The partnership be- 
tween the Government of the United States 
and those of the respective States for the con- 
duct and encouragement of agricultural col- 
leges and experimental! stations is anomalous. 
Stations should be divorced entirely from the 
department, and the sum appropriated 
charged directly to them, or the Secretary 
should have some power to direct and. re- 
strain their disbursements, so as to insure le- 
gitimate expenditures of the saine. Thénum- 
ber of employés when he took charge was 
2,497. It is now 1,994, a reduction of 503. 
The expenditures for the first quartet of the 
fiscal year were $56,000 less than for the cor- 
responding time twelve months. previously. 
The Secretary says the classified service is de- 
fective, largely owing to inequalities in com- 
pensation with referenee to the services ren- 
dered. These inequalities are in great part due 
to the appropriation acts making statutory 
positions for the clerical force. A considerable 
saving has been made in the purchase and dis- 
tribution of seeds. The resultf of the Texas 
fever regulations and of vessel inspec- 
tion of cattle have been highly satisfac- 
tory. The microscopical inspection of meats 
has been reduced greatly, the intention being 
to confine it rigidly to products intended for 
direct export to countries exacting the same.

NO CAUSE FOR THANKSGIVING IN EUROPE 

If Thanksgiving were one of the anniver- 
saries in Europe the various governments in 
that part of the world would be puzzied 
to discover wherein there was any occasion 
for national gratitude, There is scarcely a 
capital on the continent which is not this 
week a witness of conflict between the people 
and the ruling powers, more or less acute in 
its nature. In France the Dupuy Cabinet has 
been overthrown by a combined assault of all 
the Radical groups upon the Conservatives 
and moderate Republicans. Revision of the 
Constitution, separation of Church and State, 
the closing of all State offices to the clergy, 
and the abolition of the Senate are among the 
demands of the Radicals, and with these de- 
mands for issues the government was not able 
to seeure a vote of confidence and had to re- 
tire. The Radicals are flushed with their 
victory, but as the new Cabinet will not be 
mvre disposed to concede the demands than 
the old one the struggle between Radicalism 
and Conservatism evidently only has begun. 
Whether this victory is an omen of success 
now remains to be seen. 

In Italy the Parliamentary eommittee of 
inquiry into the Roman Bank scandals, jest- 
ingly cailed the **‘ Pahamino,”’ or little Pana- 
ma, by the Italians, has made a report charg- 
ing not only the outgomg members of the 
Cabinet but numerous ex-Ministers, friends 
ofthe King, among them Gen. Crispi, with 
cemplicity in the notorious scandals. The 
startling disclosures as a matter of course 
were followed by the resignetion of the min- 
istry, and the riotous proceedings which fol- 
lowed show that the sympathies of the Italian 
people are with the Radicals, who forced the 
inquiry. The parties involved are the Mon- 
archists and Clericals, and they are so numer- 
ous that it is difficult to see how the King can 
secure anew ministry without calling upon 
the Radical minority. The outcome of the 
present crisis may be far-reaching, since the 
Radicals, who have been successful, are de- 
manding the repeal of the law of Papal guar- 
antees, the substitution of a republican form 
of government for that of the house of Sa- 
voy, and withdrawal from the triple alli- 
ance, which, in their eyes, is responsible for 
the distressful financial condition into which 
the kingdom has been plunged. The sympa- 
thies of the peopie are all with France, whom 
rightly they believe to be their nearest friend 
and their natural commercial neighbor. The 
King, therefore, isina perplexing position. All 
the leaders of his party are involved in the bank 
scandals, and it is intimated that some of his, 
own family are smirchec. notwithstanding his 
effort to shield them. The Republican skirts 
are clear, and this has given them immense 
advantage. Evenif they fail to secure their 
radical demands they are in a position to 
force the government into exceedingly demo- 
cratic concessions. 

The German Government is having trouble 
with the proposed commercial treaties with 
Austria, Italy, Spain, Servia, and Roumania. 
The Agrarian League is making a powerful 
and welherganized resistance to them upon 
the ground’ that if the treaties were accepted 
it would mean the pauperization of German 
farmers. The reply of Chancellor Caprivi 
to Von Ploetz, President of the league, gave 
the farmers little comfort, as he declared he 
would not favor them at the expense of other 
classes, nor would he go further with the con- 
servatives if they opposed the inferests of the 
government. The result of the Chancellor’s 
ill-timed threat may be his own removai from 
office, in which case he is likely to be suc- 
ceeded by Count Waldersee. The war with 
the Moors and the aggravating manner in 
which the campaign drags along have brought 
about an internal dissensionin the Spanish 
Ministry, which gay lead toa general resig- 
nation. Portugal is now engaged in trying to 
organize a new Cabinet. The Servian Cabi- 
net has offered its resignation on a tariff 
issue. In Greece Cabinet after Cabinet has 
tumbled over and now the government has 
declared its insolvency and frankly an- 
nounced it cannot meet. its financial obliga- 
tions. In Norway the Storthing has renewed 
its old struggle with Sweden and the breach 
between the two kingdoms is widening fast. 
In Austria a few weeks ago the ‘Cabinet went 
to pieces because it would not grant a certain 
measure of electoral reform. The new Cabi- 
net proposes a still more restricted measure, 
which, in all probability, will lead to its over- 
throw ere long. 

The only powers on the continent which 
seem to be happy are little Belgium, Holland, 
and Turkey. Russia never is happy. Thanks- 
giving day would havea hard time of it in 
European courts. A proclamation from any 
European government calling for national 
gratitude would bea sinister piece of satire. 
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THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 

The official report by D. N. Morgan, Treas- 
urer of the United States, shows that the net 
revenue of the fiscal year ending with last 
June was 386 millions, being an increase of 
31 millions, while the net ordinary expendi- 
tutes were 38344 millions, being an increase 
of 38'¢ millions. This reduced the surplus 
revenues to $2,341,674. Including the public 
debt the total receipts were 733 and the ex- 
penditures 773 millions. The business of 
the Treasury has been conducted through the 
main office at Washington, nine subtreas- 
uries, five mints, five assay offices, and about 
160 national banks, which have been desig- 
nated as United States depositories. At the 
close of last June these institutions held 74644 
million dollars, being 40 millions less 
than twelve months previously, but the 
actual available working balance of 156 
millions was only 10° millions less thana 
year previously. This available balance was 
reduced to 149 millions at the close of Sep- 
tember owing to a deficiency in the revenues. 
The largest amount of free gold ever held in 
the Treasury was 219 millions in March, 
1888. The lowest amount since then was 
814¢ millions, held Oct. 19 last. In the seven 
months beginning with last December 81 
millions of gold were drawn out of the 
Treasury in redemption of notes, the reserve 
being reduced 29 millions in that time. Dur- 
ng the next three months the Treasury lost 
15 millions of gold, but the reserve fell off 
only 2 millions. The gold exported in 
the fiscal year amowtinted to 10814 milil- 
ions, of which 102 millions were drawn out 
of the Treasury by the presentation of 
legal tender notes. It is the first time that 
any considerable amount of such notes have 
been presented for the metal, most of the gold 
exported in former years having been supplied 
in exchange for gold certificates. The princi- 
pal changes in the public debt have been an 
increase of 4534 millions in Treasury notes

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began, so that by the end of September the 
stock was about the said as when the exports 
began. The total stock of all kinds of money 
in the country at the close of September 
was 2,418 miliions, much the largest 
amount ever reached -ap to that time, In the 
fifteen months ending with. October the 
redemptiod of United States paper currency 
amounted to 877 millions. During the last 
two fiscal years nearly one-fifth of the sub- 
sidiary silver currency has been recoined. 
The Columbian coins have not prdved popu- 
lar, and it has not been decided what to do 
with those remaining on hand. The nominal 
amount of counterfeit coins and paper cur- 
reucy presented at the Treasury was greater 
than the previous fear. Considerable addi- 
tions were made to the bonds held in trust for 
national banks and forthe Pacific railroads’ 
sinking funds, Heavy redemptions of bank 
notes issued by banks recently suspended 
were made in September and October, 

THE DEMOCRATIC SUGAR PROGRAM, 

The Ways and Means committee has taken 
good care of the Louisiana sugar planters, It 
has treated them with a degree of tenderness 
which it bas not. shown for Northern indus- 
tries. That provision of the McKinley law 
which gave a bounty of two cents a pound to 
the producers of American sugar was attacked 
most strenuously by the Democrats. It was 
also looked on with disapproval by the people 
generally. The Democrats declared that when 
they gotinto power they would make short 
work of that offensive bounty, the payment of 
which by the government was, according to 
them, in direct violation of the Constitution. 

Being in power the Democrats have not the 
heart to strike a blow at a Southern interest 
or to repeala law which has given Louisianians 
during the last two years about fifteen million 
dollars out of the Federal Treasury. It would 
have been easy to impose a small duty on 
raw sugar which would have given some protec- 
tion to the Louisianians after the bounty was 
gone. That duty would also have produced a 
large revenue. But to put any duty on raw 
sugar would be a most unpopular measure 
everywhere, South as well as North. So what 
the Committee on Ways and Means has done 
is to leave raw sugar free, to cut the duty on 
refined sugar a quarter of a cent a pound, 
which will not add to the revenues, while it 
will leave the sugar trust abundant protec- 
tion, and to provide for taking off one- 
eighth of the sugar bounty per year during the 
eight ensuing years, so that in 1900 the Louis- 
ianians will get a quarter of acenta pound, 
unless in the meanwhile they have persuaded 
some Democratic Congress and President to 
put a stop to the scaling down of the bounty. 
An * unconstitutional” law should be repealed 
instanter. 

The Democrats will argue in defense of 
their scheme that large sums of money have 
been invested in sugar-making machinery, 
etc., under the ‘McKinley law and that it 
would be unjust to take away pgotection at 
once, Butif thisargument is advanced in 
behalf of any other industry the Democrats 
will say that it has no weight. The duty on 
tinplate is to be cut down immediately to 
about what it was prior to 1890. No tinplate 
is made in Louisiana. The duties to protect 
the woolen, cotton, glass, and other industries 
are not to be reduced slowly through a term 
of years. The reduction is to be instanta- 
neous, 
ed relying on the permanency of the tariff 
of 1890 has no force except in the case of a 
Louisiana industry. Thereis one rule for the 
planters of that State and another for North- 
ern manufacturers. ry 
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Iv it be true, ag it is alleged, that the friends

North Side Street railway company that the 
Council has granted that corporation and the 
West Side one the right to use any motive 
power they please on their lines—steam even 
—without the previous approval of the Mayor 
and Commissioner of Public Works need not 
alarm any one. The ordinance granted these 
two companies the right to operate their lines— 

By Belgian pattern, compressed air, gas, electric, 
or any motor or motive power which said com- 
panies or either of them shall see fit to adopt and 
use; provided, however, that such motor or mo- 
tive power shall be practically noiseless and be- 
fore using shall be approved by the Mayor and 
Commissioner of Public Works. 

This is the provision which a bluffing lawyer 
tellsa Judge is substantially an unlimited 
grant to the companies of the right to use 
about any motive power .they please. Com- 
mon sense and public policy being alike op- 
posed to such a construction the courts may 
be trusted to decide adversely to the com- 
panies and not to the people. Nor does the 
approval of a particular motor by the city au- 
thorities necessarily give a street railroad the 
right.to use it. If the claim is made that it is 
not “‘ practically noiseless,”’ that raises a ques- 
tion of fact for the courts to decide, If their 
verdict is that a motor is “ practically noisy ”’ 
and hence an annoyance to thé people along 
the route then its use can be stopped. 


Mr. Luxe Coynz has not always beena 
public benefactor. For a number of years he 
has been a persistent tax-eater and occasion- 
ally a disturber in labor circles, but he seems 
to be desirous now of making amends for the 
mistakes of the past.

Since that time the expenses 
have been very much smaller than they were 
while the Fair was running. out the receipts 
have fallen tonext to nothing. ‘Che lowering of 
the price of admission to a quarter of a dollar 
had no effect. The people evidently did not 
care to pay 25 cents to see the Fair buildings, 
however much they might object to having 
them destroyed. The outgo of money, though 
constantly diminishing, will go on till the 
close of the year. How much will be left at 
that time is uncertain, but hardly enough to 
pay the 15 per cent refund which was hoped 
for a month ago. 

Under these circumstances it becomes ap- 
parent that if the Park Commissioners insist 
on making a demand for $400,000 and more, 
as an inducement to accept the World’s Fair 
buildings, and it the directors should yield to 
that demand, there will not be money enough 
left to remeve the Manufactures Buiiding to 
the Lake-Frout, and the amount which the 
Columbian Museum will get from the stock 
donations will be quite small. Therefore, if 
the Park Commissioners persist in their un- 
reasonable requirements it will be necessary 
to let the World’s Fair buildings go—the di- 
rectors will have to get all the salvage-out of 
them they can. The Manufaetures Building 
must not be given up and the Museum weak- 
ened in order to preserve the Court of Honor 
for a year or so. 
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Mk. Repmonp once again has assumed the 
role of doleful prophet. He has been telling 
his followers in some part of Ireland that the 
home rule bill is hung up, and that it will not 
be revived during the next session nor during 
the life of the present Parliament. There is 
no use arguing with a prophet, and Mr. Red- 
mond finds it convenient to adopt that role 
and stir up discontent in Ireland, but it is 
quite possible that the Gladstonian Cabinet 
has not taken Mr. Redmond into its confi- 
dence.

paralysis, the inveterate cruel death of the father 
unsoftened by mercey—are events which are not 
melodramatic, not sensational, but in the highest 
sense of the word tragical. It is strong meat— 
this play—for the young people who in this 
country are the chief patrons of the stage; 
but it is not too strong for men and women who 
ean think—who can bring mind and soul as well 
as shallow emotions to the consideration of a 
social problem. It isa modern problem that is 
treated, that of the liberty of an individua! when 
it clashes with parontal authority. It is a 
psychological study of the soul of an artist; and 
the answer is (if one is not mistaken) that genius 
must’ not be moasured by the common 
moral yardstick of the world. One does 
not condemn or uphold the doctrine 
that Sudermann seems to advocate; 
but one states the sentence which first struck 
one as bold heresy. The clergyman of the play 
regrets in the third act that joy has not entered 
his life. Magda says solemnly to him: “One 
thing besides joy, my friend—sin. It is only 
through sin one can grow. To become greater 
than our sin is worth all the purity you preach.” 
One cannot go into the subtleties of this dictum ; 
whether it means more than “rising on the 
steps of our dead _ selves to  highor 
things,” one does not wish to discuss. 
One knows that Magda isa more intense artist 
through her sin—or her suffering—but ft is 
Sudermann’s meaning that she is on account 
of it a greater, that is a better, woman? Is he, 
the author, one of that modern school in Ger- 


P many which declares that the traditional laws of 


morality have forfeited their meaning; that 
places sin above morality, and like the satanic 
school so-called puts itself on the side of evil 
whenever and because it is the stronger one? 
But these are questions which are sel- 
dem submitted to American playgoers ; and 
which these playgoers do not invite. 
To return to the performance objectively con- 
sidered: Mme. Modjeska’s comedy scenes in the 
first act were radiant. She made the caprices of 
the prima donna irresistible, showing truly the 
warm heart that throbs beneath a brusque ex- 
terior. Delicately contras with the bonhomie, 
was her tenderness when for the first time she 
saw self-sacrifice in the soul of the minister. 
The audience was enchanted with her; after the 
second act there were three recalls; such en- 
thusiasm after a third act in a four-act play 
means absolute victory. But “ Magda ” was not 
to be a comedy, but the profoundest of tragedies. 
The first note that jarred while the plot deenened 
was when the audience found that the betrayer 
of Magda wasa dandy of the imbecile order. 
This was partly the fault of the actor who played 
Von Heller. This character had a suggestion of 
cowardice, but that cowardice should not have 
been comical. Yon Heller was a worldly man, a 
man of strength, and not a4 simpleton. 
The audience could not forgive Magda 
because one so clever as she could have sacri- 
ficed herself to sucha fool. Even if the Von 
Heller part is corrected the betrayal part of the 
play is distasteful to American audiences. Magda 
would be stronger if she refused Yon Heller sim- 
ply on the score of her art; that single motive 
would be enough, one thinks, for a great tragedy. 
does fot claim that the tragedy as a 
whole is immoral; for the Christlike figure 
of Dr. Weber redeems the hardness of sel- 
fishness found in all the other characters. 
It remains a fact that Magda holds the entire 
sympathy of an American audience only in the 
second act, which, by the way, is the first one in 
which she appears. One has never seen a first 
performance given more smoothly. Mr. Skinner 
will, of course, mellow his old Major, which 
had the merit of being positive, though it 
was at times too virile. It was well 
conceived: and considered as the work 
of a young leading man, well executed. 
It seems ungrateful to say that Mr. Howard Kyle 
was too smug as the clergyman; for he acted 
with deep sensibility and an admirable restraint. 
for both of which he deserves much credit. Only 
a man so thoughtful of others as Dr. Weber is 
would not be so bandboxy in manner and ap- 
parel.

Edgar Saltus has thoughtfully 
remarked, however, that a good imitation is bet- 
ter than a poor original. Possblyitis. The re- 
mark has been previously made that people like 
novelty, but it must be that novelty to which 
they are accustomed. Last evening they received 
it, but in an agreeable form. The melodies 
throughout are flowing, gentile, and easily ‘re- 
membered. Three good qualities for a comic 
opera, it must be acknowledged. Masconoma’s 
song, “My love is all my life to 
me,” Priscilla’s “ I'm a prim little 
Puritan maiden,” and the song of John Alden, 
‘I stood by the spot where she knelt and prayed,” 
are of acharacter bound to attain popularity; 
the last named alone, however, displays any de- 
gree of originality. The ‘Why don’t you speak 
for yourself, John?” will win immediate recogni- 
tion. Asa parlor piece it will prove even more 
valnable than the French clock that, with accom- 
modating persistency, points always to the same 
hour. The music in the first act has much more 
of animation than that of a major portion of the 
second, while with the comedy _ ele- 
ment the reverse is the case, Portions 
of =the first act lack wofully in humor, 
and could be cut to advantage. Mr. Barnabee 
being given slight opportunity beyond that which 
his own talent has invented and which in the 
main becomes slightly monotonons, later, how- 
evor, he isseen to somewhat better advantage.

Disastrous to Sugar Business. 


The statement from the Sugar Trust offi- 
cials is thatif the tariff bill goes through 
with the present provisions =e sugar 
the effect on the sugar business inthis 
country will be disastrous. There will be 
no margin of profit left between the 
cost ‘of raw sugar and the price at which the 
competition of German refiners would have 
to be met, and German refiners enjoy the ad- 
ditional advantage of receiving from the 
German Government a bounty of 214% cents 
for every hundred pounds of granulated 
sugar exported. This is equal to one-fifth of 
a cent a pound, andif the Germans can land 
refined sugar at 3.65 it will enable them 
to sell it for less than 84 cents at 
a profit. The sugar people add that even 
with the present duty the German refiners 
use the American market to sell their surplus

PORTLAND SMUGGLERS PLEAD GUILTY. 


Opium and Chinese Ring Cases Brought 


to Trial. . 
Portianpd, Ore., Nov. 27.—The trial of 


Portland’s smuggling ring cases commenced 
before Judge Bellinger in the Federal Court 
this morning, There are sixteen men under 
indictment charged with smuggling opium 
and Chinese, including ex-Federal officials 
and men prominent in commercial and ship- 
ping circles. The most prominent of these is 
James Lotan, ex-Collector of this port. The 
head centers of the ring were William Dun- 
bar and Nathan Blum, who comprised the 
Merchants’ Transportation. company, which 
operated in the Haytian. Republic ana 
the Wilmington, from which the _ contra- 
band drug and Chinamen were 4sinug- 
gied ashore. The Wilmington burned to 
‘he owater’s edge and the Haytian 
Republic is now in the hands of. the govern- 
ment, having been seized for libel. The first 
case called today was that of Blum, who 
pleaded guilty to "ane counts. For some days 
it was known that Blum had turned State’s 
evidence, as also had Chief Engineer Jack- 
ling of the libeled steamer. Judge Bellinger 
said he would withhold sentence until further 
advised in particulars of the case. The cases 
against Sweeney, Jackling, Garthorne, Pat- 
terson, and Berg were then ca.ied, and they, 
too, pleaded guilty and sentence was suspend- 
ed. The case against Dunbar was then called. 
He is charged with smugglingon nine counts. 
He pleaded not guilty and his case was set for 
trial tomorrow. 


STEAMER SAGINAW VALLEY DISABLED. 


Its Insurance Likely to Be Canceled Should 
It Proceed, 

Port Huroy, Mich., Nov. 27.—The steamer 
Saginaw Valley got as far as this place on its 
way from Buffalo to Chicago with coal, and 
had to stop.for a broken arch. It was fortu- 
nate for the crew that the steamer did not col- 
lapse in the gales on Lake Erie. Vhe steamer 
was ashore near Poverty Island about four 
weeks ago. It was badly broken up on the 
rocks, and when taken to Manitowoc and 
placed in dry-dock it was found that $9,000 
worth of repairs were required to put it in 
seaworthy condition. Its arch and deck beams 
are broken. After being patched up with

left Buffalo notwithstanding the protest, but 
the gales on Lake Erie more Hw its arch apart, 
and it can proceed no farther until it 1s again 
patched up. If it continues up the lakes it is 
likely that all its insurance will be canceled, 
and the trip will be at owners’ risk.

NANOE 18 PRESENTED. 


The Northwestern with a Capital Stock of 
$15,000,000 Asks a Franchise«Lake 
Street “L” Granted Permission to Make 

' Changes—North Chicago Electric Com- 
pany’s Ordinance—Proposition to Dis- 
burse from Fund “ W” Creates an Ani- 
mated Discussion. 


There is a prospect that the North Division 
will soon have an elevated railroud. Ald. 
Tripp introduced an ordinance for one—the 
Northwestern Elevated railroad company—at 
the Council meeting last evening, and it was 
referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys North. The route described in the or- 


dinance iseas follows: 

First—For the main line of said railroad com- 
mencing at Congress street, or at a stroet_or 
poet north of Congress street and between Wa- 

sh avenue on the east and Market street on the 
west, and extending in a northerly or northwest- 
erly direction to the Chicago River; thence 
across the Chicago River to a point between Cass 
street, extended to the Chicago River, and the 
North Branch of the Chicago River; thence ex- 
tending in a northerly or north westerly direction 
to the city limits. 

Second—The first branch of said railroad shall 
coramence at the main line at a point north of 
Van Buren street and south of the Chicago River, 
and run westerly across the South Branch of the 

Chicago River to a pomt not more than 1,000 
feet west of Halsted street, and continuing with 
two branches—one running northwesterly to the 
city limits and one running northwardly to the 
city limits. 

Third—The second branch shall commence at 
the main line, between North avenue and Chi- 


cago avenue, and extending in a westerly direc- 


tion to a point between Western avenue and Ash- 
land avenue; thence in a northerly direction to 
the city limits. 

Fourth—The third branch shall commence at 
the main line between North avenue and Diver 
sey street. and extend in a northerly or north- 
easterly direction to the city limits. 

Fifth—The fourth branch shall commence at 
the main line between North avenue and Bel 
mont avenue and extend westerly to the city 
limits, 

Capital of $15,000,000, 

The incorporators of the new company, 
which has a capital stock of $15,000,000, are 
Edward W. Russell of the Rookery Building, 
Walter E. AnthonyZof Evanston, Bion J. Ar- 
nold, Harold Sturges. and E. Buckingham, 
comprising the elevator firm of Buckingham 
& Sturges, and Frederick Sargent of La 
Grange. The stock is said to be assured by 
the Mutual Illinois Trust and Savings com- 
pany. The conditions of the ordinance are 
similar to those of other elevated roads. The 
right of way is to be condemned all the way 
through. It is provided that the river may be 
crossed by a bridge or by means of a tunnel. 
Two tracks are to be laid, five miles within 
three years after the acceptance of the ordi. 
nance. Within ninety days after the accept- 
ance of the ordinance the company will 
posit with the City Treasurer $100,000 in 
cash or bonds as guarantee of the faithful 
performance of the conditions of the ordi- 
nance. . It is said the company intends to use 
electrical power for propulsion, and color is 
given to this by the fact that Frederick Sar- 
gent, one of the incorporators, is an electri- 
cal engineer who was interested in the In tra- 
mural railway at the World’s Fair. 


Lake Street “LL” Changes. 


The Lake Street Elevated railroad amend- 
ment ordinance changing the route of the 
northern branch of that line which was re- 
jected by the Council at the last meeting was 
taken up again last night on motion of Ald. 
Ryan. The vote of the previous meeting was 


reconsidered and the ordinance was passed, ° 


48 to 10. The route as provided by the 
amended ordinance ia as follows: 

A branch commencing at some point on the 
main line of said road on Lake street between 

estern avenue on the east and California ave- 
nue on the west and thence ina northerly direc- 
tion to some point or place between Chicago ave- 
nue on the south and Potomac avenue on the 
north, and thence in a westerly direction to some 
point or place between Rockwell street on the 
east and California avenue on the west, and 
thence from the last named point ina northerly 
direction to some point or place 1,000 feet nort 
or south of Diversey street, and thence from said 
last named point in a northwesterly direction to 
the city limits. 

The time allowed for the company to com- 

lete its road under the ordinance passed Nov. 

4, 1890, was extended to July 1, 1804. 

Ald. Finkler introduced an ordinance of 
the North Chicago Electric railroad company 
to lay down a double track line and operate it 
for twenty years on Lincoln avenue, between 
Wrightwood avenue and North Fifty-ninth 
street, and on Milwaukee avenue, between 
Armitage and Lawrence avenues, and these 
lines to connect the termini of the North Chi- 
cagg Electric road termini with the North 
nary 4 Street railroad company and the 

Jhicago Street railroad company. The 
electric road is to haul the cars of the two 
street railroad companies free of charge on 
the proposed new routes, provided the two 


street car companies will haul the trailers of: 


the electric road on its lines over the same 
routes. The ordinance therefore stipulates for 
the use of the double tracks on Lincofm avenue 
between the points indicated by the electrical 
com pany and the North Chicago Street com- 
pany, and on Milwaukee avenue between Law- 
rence and Armitage avenues by the West Di- 
vision company and the electr ical company. 
The ordinance was reierred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys North. 


Discuss “ Fand W.” 


Ald. Madden from the Finance committee 
reported in favor of paying Henry Faxon for 
sidewalk work $1,542 out of “Fund W.”’

HURRYING RELIEF TO STARVING MINERS 


Tons of Supplies Find Families Destitute= 
Carloads of Flour on the Way. 

Mriwavuxer, Wis., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Peck and the members of his military 
staff, who went to Hurley Saturday night to 
superintend the distribution of the first carload 
of supplies for the destitute miners,returned to- 
day. Thus far 380 families at Hurley have been 
afforded relief. These families average four 
persons each, indicating that at Hurley alone 
there are over 1,500 persons who must be 
supported by the ‘public, Only one mine, the 
Iron Belt, is in operation, and at one of the 
Cary mines 100 men have been employed 
for the last week. Many of the miners have 
been idle since June and others since the lat- 
ter part of the summer, and they have no 
money, no food. no clothing, and no credit. 
The mines will not resume operations until 
n ely in the spring or early in the summer, if 
then. 

The supplies taken to Hurley by Gov. Peck 
and staff relieve the suffering only tempo- 
rarily. The County Treasury is empty and 
an attempt to issue $20,000 of bonds for re- 
lief purposes was defeated by property-own- 
ers after the bonds had been voted. . 

As bad as the situation is at Hurley it 
is worse at Ironwood, tg Michigan, just across 
the river from’: There are 400 fami- 
lies dependent om assistance for food 
and clothi county is temporarily 
without funds and under the Michigan law the 
county cannot issue bonds for the ogee for 
which money is needed, “The people in a posi- 
tion to assist the sufferers have contributed ali 
they can afford to give,‘and the situation has 
become desperate. 

It is estimated oy Dr.fC. A. McLeod, who is 
assisting in the relhhef work, that $100, 000 is 
needed to support the [Ironwood unemployed 
and their families until spring. In response 
to the appeal of Governor of Michigan a 
carloaa of flour for the destitute was received 
at Ironwood today. Three carloads more of 
supplies are on the way from Lansing and 
Detroit. 

Derrotr, Mich., Nov. 27.—[Special.|—The 
suffering miners on the Gogebiec range will 
in a few days have plenty of money and pro- 
visions. One ee barrels of flour started 
to them from Grand ids Saturday, 100 
more started today from 7 eectnan, and two 
carloads of provisions go forward from Lan- 
sing tomorrow. Today Gov. Rich called a 
meeting here to arrange for the relief of the 
destitute. Russell A. Alger, Mayor Pingree, D. 
M, Ferry, Don M. Dickinson, and J. L. Gud- 
son were appointed an Executive committee 
and $1,500 was raised on the spot to be car- 
ried to Bessemer and Ironwood tomorrow. 
Gen. Alger gave $500. Ample funds will be 
furnished the committee to carry out any re- 
lief measures they think best.

FEDERAL LAWS AND RAILROAD RATES. 


United States Courts Cannot Determine the 
Reasonableness of Charges. 

In the case of Swift & Co. vs. the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad company Judge 
Grosscup yesterday sustained the demurrer. 
This decision is regarded as important from 
the bearing it will have on inter-State com- 
merce in litigation. Action was commenced 
separately in the State court more than a 
year ago by Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & 
Co., and the American Packing company 
against the various Eastern and Canadian 
roads for the recovery of excessive charges. 
There were twenty suits of like nature. Each 
charged the exaction of a greater rate of 
freight than was reasonable after the enact- 
ment of the inter-State commerce law April 4. 

These rutes have meanwhile been paid 
under protest. The suit of Swift & Co. vs. 
the Reading was removed to the United States 
courts on account of the citizenship of the 
parties. Now the court sustains the demurrer 
on the grounds that the State court has no 
jurisdiction to determine the reasonableness 
of rates on inter-State commerce. There is 
no common law of the United States which 
control rates, and the common law of the 
States does not apply without those States. 
Action must hereafter go out of the Federal 
courts to where the roads have their manage- 
ment located. It is believed the packers will 
make a test case of this issue in an appeal of 
Swift & Co.’s case to the Appellate and if 
necessury to the Supreme Court.

FOREIGN OOMMISSIONERS TO FAVOR 
EXAIBITERS OF FAIR WINES. 


They Send a Red-Hot Protest to John 
Boyd Thacher, Because This Grade of 
Wine, as Judged, Is Not to Receive 
Recognition from the Awards Commit- 
tee and Say They Will Supply What He 
Will Not=South Park Board Considers 
Directors’ Proposition Today. 


Out of the refusal to grant awards to wine 
exhibits at the Exposition comes the positive 
announcement from foreign Commissioners 
that they will issue diplomas themseives, re- 
gardiess of Mr. Thacher’s Awards commit- 
tee. The Commissioners of Spain, Germany, 
Uruguay, Argentine Republic, Italy, Portu- 
gal, New South Wales, and Russia have sent 
a protest to Thacher. California exhibiters 
are in sympathy with the protest, for H. M. 
La Rue, Chief of the Bureau of Viticulture 
and a Californian, signed the protest. The 
trouble apparently grows out of the lack of 
medals which the Awards committee 
is geing to experience when it comes 
to making the distribution. The. judges 
intended that all the wines marked “ Fair” 
should have an award, and so reported — 


But the Executive committee decided to give | 


no award to these wines. Spain alone ad 
600 exhibiters who are ruled out by this de 
cision. Seventy-five per cent of the Califor- 
nia wines dropped for the same reason. Can- 
ada lost heavily, and the South American 
lists were cut into. The Commissioners 
raised so much disturbance over this that the 
Awards committee appointed early in the 
week a number of judges from down-town 
hotels and wine houses to act on the jury with 
a view of creating a quorum, as many of the 
foreign judges had gone. This committee held 
a meeting but was repudiated by Sefior de Lome 
and other judges. It is a direct charge by the 
Commissioners that the men, who were paid 
$8 for their meeting, understood they were to 
vote against the action of the original judges. 
The several governments will bear the expense 
of the new diplomas. They will be headed: 
** Those diplomas issued by Mr. Thacher are 
no account anyway. Tho ones we give the 
exhibiters will be much more valuable.’’ The

Mrs. Imogene Hyatt isa widow, 40 years 
old, and of more than ordinary attraction. 


' Her home is at Mentone, Ind., and there she 


has resided for six years. Albert Tucker is 
reputed to be worth over $200,000. Accord- 
ing to the testimony Mrs, Hyatt first met 
Tucker in 1863 when ona visit to Mentone. 
She then lived in Ohio, and the attentions that 
Tucker showed her led the people to believe 
that a match would soon be consummated, 
She left and soon afterward married a Mr. 
Hyatt, with whom she lived until 1887. 
Hyatt abandoned her and she removed 
to Mentone, While looking around 
for property to purchase in this 
place she met again Mr. Tucker, 
Tucker had lost his wife a few months previ- 
ously and being in need of a housekeeper at 
the time he prevailed upon Mrs. Hyatt to act 
in that capacity until her goods arrived. The 
furniture was stored away in Tucker’s barn 
when it did arrive and the barn and all its 
contents burned to the ground within a few 
weeks. Mrs. Hyatt then consented to remain 
in charge of his household. 

In June, 1891, the Gaylord Court of Michi- 
gan granted Mrs. Hyatt a divorce. Mr. Tuck- 
er had assisted in bringing this about. Soon 
agg Mr. Hyatt died. By this time, however

GOV. PECK FILES HIS ANSWER, 


Denies All the Allegations in Detail in 
the Famous Roster Suita. 

Mapisoy, Wis., Nov. 27.—(Special.]—Gov. 
George W. Peck, Attorney-General J. L. 
O’Connor, Assistant Attorney-General J. M. 
Clancey, and the Governor’s ex-private secre- 
tary, C. L. Clarke, this afternoon filed their 
answers to the complaint of Tracy, Gibbs & 
Co. in the notorious “roster” suit. The com- 
plaint is to recover $7,500 advanced the Mad- 
ison Times, the now defunct newspaper organ 
of the State administration, on an alleged 
guarantee of securing the printing of a spe- 
cial edition-of the roster of Wisconsin volun- 
teers in the war of the rebellion. The suit aud 
those which are to follow involve an alleged 
attempt to take unnecessarily from the State 
Treasury from $60,000 to $100,000. George 
and Robe Dow, millers, of this city have also 
become defendants because of their refusal 
to become plaintiffs. Gov. Peck is represented 
by attorney James G. Flanders of Milwaukee, 

The Governor in his answer denies he ever 
was connected financially with the Times 
company or that the Times especially devoted 
itself to the promotion of his political inter- 
ests. He did not, prior to the organization of 
the Times company, request A. Woodard of 
the Clinton Bank to make application to the 
State Board of Deposits to have his bank 
made a State depository, nor was such re- 
quest made to Woodard with his knowledge 
or his consent. He was not present at the 
meeting of the board at which the Clinton 
Bank was made a State depository. As to 
whether the Times got any of the money he 
could not say. He admits indorsing a note of 
the Times.company for $2,500, but he sup- 
posed until long after its maturity that it had 
been paid. He believes that $2,000 was paid 
on the note at maturity. 

He shows thatin 1887 an act was 
providing for a second edition of the roster, 
which job, if the State Printer could not exe- 
cute it satisfactorily, the Governor might give 
to some other firm. This revised roster was 
completed in the Adjutant-General’s office 
shortly prior to March 27, 1893. The Gov- 
ernor was informed a contract could be en- 
tered into with the Times company for the 
printing and publication of the roster at $1.90 
per volume including paper. He was advised by 
Adjutant-General Doe and Attorney-General 
O’Connor that there was no legal objection 
and that the Legislature has left the matter as 
what was best for the interests of the State 
entirely to the Governor’s judgment and dis- 
cretion. He believed such a contract let to 
the Times company would have begn # 
saving to the State of upwards of $1 a volume. 
He therefore signed an agreement April 7, 
1893, with W. J. P. McFail, to whom he 
had been imformed the Times ‘had been sold, 
for the printing and binding of a special 
edition of the roster at $1.90 per volume. 
At the same time this document was signed 
he was informed that at least 15,000 sets of 
that roster would be necessary; that before 
the defendant signed this document the form 
thereof was submitted to Attorney-General 
O’Connor, who wrote in reply that in his 
judgment the rights of the State were fully 
protected by the form of contract submitted, 

and, after this, the Governor issued an order 
authorizing MeFail to rint, bind, and de- 
liver 15,000 sets of said roster, 1, 000 sets 
at a time. 

The answer then shows how*and when the 
Governor was led to believe the act of 1887 
unconstitutional, and the subsequent cancella- 
tion of the contract. He denies that he 
awarded to Clarence L. Clark any cuntract 
whatever for the printing of the roster, or 
that Clark was authorized to act for him, or 
did with his knowledge or consent make any 
representations whatever to that effect to any 
person, and that if such representations were 
made they were without his knowledge or 
authority. The Governor states that he has 
been informed since revoking the contract 
that the plaintiffs. Tracy, Gibbs & Co., and the 
Dows did pay or advance $20,000 for an as- 
signment of two-thirds interest in the con- 
tract, but if said sum was paid at the Gover- 
nor’s office it was in his absence and without 
his knowledge or consent. As to what use

DROPPED FROM OITY’S EMPLOY. 


City Engineer Artingstall Dismisses «a 
Large Force off Workmen on Water 
Main Extensions=Nine Sidewalk In- 


spectors Thrown Out of Their Pliaces.

Three hundred and nine discharges is yes- 
terday’s record under the Mayor’s order to 
heads of departments to purge their pay-rolls 
of all men for whom there is not plenty of 
necessary work to do. City Engineer Arting- 
stali discharged 300 men yesterday. The dis- 
charged men have been working on the water 
main extensions. The weather has become 
so severe that good work can no longer be 
done in laying water pipe. 

The other nine men were until yesterday 
Sidewalk Inspectors. Superintendent of Side- 
walks Baillargeon and his four clerks will be 
the next to go. 

Mayor Swift is after the holders of fee 
offices in the city administration with a sharp 
stick, Boiler Inspector Pickham will hear 
trom the Mayor this morning. Mr. Pickham 
works undera law Which gives him 50 per 
cent of the fees of the office from which to 
pay himself and maintain his office. He reads 
the law to mean that he may first pay the ex- 
penses of the office and from the remainder 
take half for his own compensation. ~ Con- 
troller Wetherell does not look upon it in 
that light.

GARBAGE CREMATORYIN OPERATION. 


Success of Its First Day's Work in a Prac- 
tical Test. 

The new garbage crematory at the foot of 
Superior street was given a practical test yes- 
terday. All day long wagonloads of garbage 
were being deposited outside and were trans- 
ferred speedily into chutes leading to a retort of 
eight feet interior diameter. The chutes them- 
selves are twenty-three feet long, having an 
interior diameter at their junction with the 
retort of 20x42 inches. They are three in 
number and are located, one at the back and 
one in each side of the retort. As the garbage 
passes down the chutes the intense heat 
from the retort passing through them dries 
what moisture it may contain and renders it 
dry and in fit condition for burning. The 
different degrees of heat required to consume 
the various materials which find their way 
into the furnace are regulated by valves con- 
nected with pipes located above the retort. 
One of these pipes is connected on the right 
hand side of the retort with the petroleum 
tank, while the other contains superheated 
steam. By turning these valves a greater or 
less degree of heat can be obtained, as the 
operator desires, the oil and steam uniting at 
acommon outlet. 

The crematory will be run day and night 
without intermission, three shifts of men be- 
ing employed to maintain it in operation. Its 
capacity of consumption is rated at 100 tons 
of garbageaduy. The expense of its main- 
tenance is estimated as follows:

The above is one day’s expense, and allow- 
ing a consum| tion of only 100 tons of gar- 
bage a day, which amount the crematory is 
guaranteed to accomplish, places the price of 
the disposal of each ton at 4744 cents after 
delivery on the premises.
